myſterious Parables of the Canticles; and making Chriſt and 


his Goſpel to be their own Kirk Government; they have 
quite debaſed Divinity, and. debauch2d the Morals of the 
People: This is evident, not only from their manner of 


Preaching, but alſo from their way of Writing molt of 
their Books, whereof ſome Inſtances ſhall be given in the 
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Some of them have an odd way of acting in the Pulpit, 
perſonating Diſcourſes often by way of Dialogue betwixt 
them and the Devil. Such ways were of old familiar to the 
Monks, as appears from Monſieur Claude in his Second part 


de Defence ef the Reformation, Chap. 10. where he vindi-
